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On July 10, 1965, Mr. Gale D. Oswalt, Kansas Bureau 
of Investigation (KBI), Colby, Kansas, advised he had been 
contacted by Mr. Donald Marty, 240 Sterling Street* Colby, 
concerning Martin Bormann. a missing Nazi war criminal. 



Mr. Marty advised he had read an article. in the 
March, 1965, of Readers Digest concerning Bormann and believed 
he had pertinent information concerning this individual. 

According to Mr. Marty, an individual identifying 
himself as tfenry A. Rather* moved to the town of Mingo , Kansas , 
approximately one year ago . This is a very small farming 
community located in the western part of Kansas. According 
to Hr. Marty, Rathert spent the winter of 1964 - 1965 in 
California and did not return to Mingo, Kansas, until the 
spring of 1965. 

.Mr. Marty also stated that Rathert has a definite 
German, accent and is quite short-tempered ; also,, that Rathert 
generally stays to himself and is not employed in any manner. 
He described Mr. Rathert as:
